Rake  the  soil  with  a  sharp  rake.  Sow  1  pound  of 
seed  to  500  square  feet,  thicker  on  bare  spots. 
Roll  lightly  and  water  freely.

Beets  should  be  sown  early  in  the  spring,  as  soon  as  the  ground 
can  be  worked.  Successive  plantings  may  be  made  till  the  end  of 
July.  Beets  thrive  best  in  light,  loose,  deeply  worked  soil  that  has 
been  enriched  for  a  previous  crop.  Smooth  roots  cannot  be  grown 
if  fresh  manure  is  used. 

The  seed  should  be  sown  thinly  in  drills  from  to  1  inch  in 
depth,  leaving  12  inches  or  more  between  the  rows  to  admit  culti¬ 
vation.  When  well  started,  thin  the  plants  to  stand  3  to  4  inches 
apart  in  the  row.  One  ounce  will  sow  50  feet  of  drill;  4  to  6  pounds 
are  needed  per  acre  in  drills.

LETTUCE 


To  grow  head  Lettuce  early,  sow  the  seed  in  February  or  March  in 
boxes,  flats  or  in  hotbeds  in  rows.  When  an  inch  high,  transplant 
to  cold  frames.  From  there  set  out  in  the  garden  as  soon  as  the  soil 
is  warm,  placing  the  plants  5  to  7  inches  apart  in  rows  while  the 
rows  should  be  12  to  18  inches  apart.

Sow  seed 
the  last  of  August  and  in  September  to  be  transplanted  to  the  cold- 
frame  in  October.  One  ounce  will  sow  300  feet  of  row.  4  to  5  lbs.  for 
an  acre.
